mirrors can do much more than 
simply offer your reflection. 
The most successful applica- 
tions of mirrors bring in more 
light, double the view, and add 
a sense of spaciousness. 


Clear reflections 

While good placement is imperative to 
achieving a commodious effect, a quality 
mirror is also crucial (unless you’re hop- 
ing for an effect similar to that found in a 
carnival fun house). A mirror is no more 
than a glass sheet coated on one side 
with a reflective silver color. The clear- 
est, best glass is 14 inch thick. Any glass 
thicker than !4 inch is not totally trans- 
parent and often has a greenish tint simi- 
lar to that of an empty pop bottle. 

Mirrors made from glass thinner than 
l4 inch are of an inferior quality. This 
inferiority doesn't always mean a great 
cost savings either—the difference in 
price is often as little as 10 cents a square 
foot. 

Mirrors range in price from $6 to $10 
per square foot, installed. They can be 
cut to fit nearly any application; howev- 
er, the more cuts, the higher the price. A 
5-foot-long, 8-foot-tall wall mirror with 
one cutout for a light switch and one 
cutout for a wall outlet, including mir- 
rored covers, costs about $325 to $350, 
installed. If you need to have the glass 
cut to fit an opening into your home, 
plan to add another $40 to $50 per cut to 
the price. The price of the cut includes a 
beveled finishing strip to cover the cut, 
like those shown in the photo above. 

Most major cities have several retail 
shops that can create a custom mirror 
for your wall or walls. Look in the Yel- 
low Pages under mirrors or glass.

Seeing yourself head-on in a mirror 
can actually make a room feel smaller 
instead of larger. To increase a room’s 
perceived size, place mirrors on walls 
that are parallel with, not directly across 
from, a room’s sitting area. This way, 
your eye’s peripheral vision picks up the 
images being reflected, rather than fo- 
cusing directly on the mirror itself. 

Framing a mirror also takes away 
from the sense of spaciousness, because 
attention is attracted to the frame and, 
hence, the surface of the mirror, rather 
than the depth of the reflection. Finger- 
prints have the same effect. 


Special-effects ideas 
9 Place a mirror perpendicular to a 
window or a patio door to reflect the 





outdoors and create the illusion of an- 
other window. 

9 When placed behind display shelves, 
a mirror makes the room appear as 
though it continues beyond the shelf 
wall. As an added bonus, the mirror 
doubles the size of the collection. 

9 Mirroring an awkwardly placed col- 
umn, corner, or beam can make it do a 
disappearing act. 

9 A fireplace that has mirrors above 
and along its sides seemingly “floats” in 
space. 

9 Mirroring the long wall of a narrow 
room makes the room appear wider than 
its actual dimensions.

eep bathroom cabinet shelves 
may hold a lot, but small 
makeup items and toiletries 
can end up lost or misplaced.

Pullout trays such as those shown at 
right, efficiently store cosmetics and 
grooming appliances, so they are easy to 
see and reach.

ou may enjoy Hollywood’s 

version of safecracking—a 

masked burglar trips tum- 

blers or breaks into a safe 

hidden behind a picture. It’s 

not enjoyable if your house is 

the target, however. Burglar- 

ies are serious business, striking the na- 

tion once every 10 seconds, and hitting 

one out of every 14 homes each year, 

says the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Home security systems, such as a fire- 

proof home safe, help protect your valu- 

ables. Many of today’s safes are 

attractive enough to come out of hiding 

and sturdy enough to deter a thief. Al- 

though obscure places work well—such 

as inside a closet—safes can also be put 
where you have easier access. 





What type of safe? 

The main choices are in-wall or in-floor 
safes, although free-standing models are 
available that bolt to the floor. In-wall 
units can be installed during or after 
house construction. They are bolted be- 
tween wall studs or floor joists. Double- 
thick steel walls and doors, double bolts, 
and combination locks provide security; 
insulation blocks heat. 

A foundation safe is designed to be set 
in wet concrete. The body is welded ar- 
mor steel, topped by a thick door and 
combination lock. The concrete further 
boosts fire protection. The location 
should be part of the architectural plan. 


The price of security 
Most safes cost less than $350, Installa- 
tion costs more after the home is built. 
Heat-resistant metal boxes are sold for 
less than $50, but beware: some will sur- 
vive a fire but the contents won't. 

Use your safe to store deeds, titles, 
stocks, tax records, wills, insurance poli- 
cies, passports, birth certificates, even 
sentimental letters that couldn’t be re- 
placed, credit cards, cash, jewelry, com- 
puter disks, medications, and 
photographs of possessions.

Figure out what you need іп a 
refrigerator before you buy. 


onsidering you will live with 
your refrigerator for 15 years or 
more, it’s prudent when you 
buy one to not only find out 
what’s new, but sort out what’s 
for you. 


Decisions, decisions 
9 Built-in or freestanding? Built-in re- 
frigerators, which are flush with kitchen 
cabinetry and often sheathed in match- 
ing materials, stand out by blending in. 
They offer equal storage space as a free- 
standing unit and can complement a de- 
sign scheme, but they cost more to 
purchase and to have installed. 
9 One door or more? Select from sin- 
gle-door units, two-door units with the 
freezer at the top or bottom, side-by-side 
units, and a few with three or four sepa- 
rate doors. Top-freezer models sell best. 
Side-by-side models often cost more 
and consume more energy, but the doors 
require less clearance. The narrow 
shelves of the freezer make it difficult to 
store some frozen foods, but other cus- 
tomers like the convenient access to both 
compartments in the side-by-side 
arrangement. 
9 Room for what you need? You'll find 
everything from bar refrigerators that of- 
fer only a few cubic feet of storage space 
to some built-in monsters that offer 30 
cubic feet of storage. 


Know how much space you need 
For your main refrigerator, experts rec- 
ommend 12 cubic feet of total storage 
space (refrigerator and freezer) for the 
first two family members and 2 cubic 
feet more for each additional person. 
Also consider how often you eat at 
home, the distance to grocery stores, and 
your entertaining habits. Don't pay to 
cool more space than you'll use, yet 
don't scrimp, or your overfilled unit will 
have limited air circulation and cost 
more to operate. 

Finally, remember to measure avail- 
able space in your kitchen as well as the 
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door and hallway clearances you'll need 
to move your refrigerator into its new 
home. Consider, too, whether you'll 
need a right- or left-hand door. The 
doors on some models are reversible. 


Defrost: yes or no? 

Although manual defrost refrigerators 
cost less, you have to periodically defrost 
the units. Automatic defrost units do all 
the work for you. To save money, you 
might consider a partially automatic 
unit; the refrigerator defrosts itself, but 
you must defrost the freezer. 


Energy awareness 

An EnergyGuide rating on a refrigerator 
lets you compare its energy appetite to 
other models. The label estimates in dol- 
lars the energy cost of that model for a 
year. The cost is based on standard fed- 
eral tests and uses an average national 
electricity rate, which may be low for 
your area. Make sure you understand 
these ratings when you compare models 
and before you buy. 

Energy usage varies by manufacturer, 
capacity, insulation, freezer size and 
temperature, and efficiency of the con- 
denser and motor. Larger models and 
those with automatic defrost use more 
energy.

Selecting Wall 
Coverings 


all covering selection 
should be based on more 
than just good looks. If a 
wall covering requires 
too much maintenance, 
you can become dissatis- 
fied with your choice. To 
keep this from happening, here's a brief 
look at some surface cleaning conditions. 


Ceramic tile and brick veneer 

Glazed ceramic tiles resist stains but can 
scratch easily. Soiled tiles should be 
washed with sudsy water, not abrasive 
powders and sharp tools. The biggest 
cleaning problem with glazed ceramic 
tile is the grout. Special grout cleaners 
are available, but even then the job is 
tedious. 

Unglazed ceramic tiles can absorb 
stains. Cleaning requires a heavy-duty 
cleaner and a scrub brush. Seal clean, un- 
glazed tiles to keep them stain free. 

Brick veneer (flat tilelike bricks) wash 
easily if they are sealed with a nonglossy 
sealer. Scrub off grease stains on unsealed 
bricks with a heavy-duty cleaner. 


Paneling 

All wood paneling requires regular dust- 
ing and occasional treatment with a spe- 
cial cleaner-polish that hides surface 
scratches, chips, and scuff marks. Marks 
on nonwood paneling are not as easy to re- 
pair; some wood-only polishes contain 
solvents that can etch nonwood paneling. 


Wallpaper 
Scrubbable wall coverings made of vinyl 
or vinyl-impregnated paper can be 
scrubbed with a heavy-duty cleanser. 
Washable papers have thin coatings of vi- 
nyl acetate; sponge with a mild detergent 
solution. Clean nonwashable papers with 
acommercial wall cleaner. 

Some foil papers have a thin metallic 
coating and may not be washable. Fab- 
rics such as silk, grass cloth, and burlap 
can be gently wiped with a sponge damp- 
ened in a mild detergent solution.

our hot tub or whirlpool spa 
will give you years of enjoy- 
ment if you pay some atten- 
tion to upkeep. Even the 
hardiest materials suffer 
from exposure to water, 
chemicals, and weather. 


Maintenance for wooden hot tubs 

€ Always keep the tub at least partially 
filled; you'll preserve the natural tighten- 
ing effect water has on wood. (Tubs that 
have dried out often leak and are diffi- 
cult to repair.) 

9 Drain the tub every few months; 
clean with a scrub brush, especially 
around seats and valves. 

© If the tub is exposed to weather, 
brush on a coat of exterior finish a few 
times every year. A solution of linseed 
oil works well on most tubs. (Never seal 
the interior; it must remain porous to 
[SERE its watertightness.) 











9 Protect any exposed metal with an 
occasional coat of rust-fighting paint. 
9 Check your water. Too much chlo- 
rine or overly acidic water can damage 
the wood in hot tubs and cause leaks. 


Maintenance for fiberglass spas 
9 To avoid scale buildup, test regularly 
for mineral balance. Many experts think 
that scale is caused by water that's too 
soft (not too hard), so don't rely on wa- 
ter softeners to eliminate scale problems. 
9 Drain and clean the spa every few 
months. Brush away mineral deposits 
and algae, and then scrub the whole spa 
with a mild detergent. 

9 While the tub is drained, remove wa- 
ter stains from any tiles along the water- 
line with a weak acidic solution 
(muriatic acid is a good cleaning agent). 
Flush out the interior thoroughly. 

9 To preserve sheen, apply fiberglass 
wax to the surface every six months. O

aboveground swimming pool 
can look as terrific as an in- 
ground pool. In addition, the 
aboveground variety takes up 


less space and is cheaper to 
build. Here’s a look at two pools that 
make the most of their locations. 


Wrapped with a deck 

The aboveground pool and raised deck 
top transformed an unusable muddy 
space off the back of this house into a 
functional outdoor living place. Located 
on a busy waterway and hemmed in by 
neighbors on both sides, this home had 
little backyard privacy. 

To compensate for their postage- 
stamp-size yard, the family suspended a 
series of multilevel redwood decks over 
the retaining wall along the water’s edge. 
This increased their backyard living 
space and provided a lounging area for 
sunbathers just outside the home’s back 
door. The 20-foot-diameter pool fits 
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snugly into the upper deck, which dou- 
bles as a roof for the boat shelter below. 


Nestled by the woods 
The 15-foot-diameter pool above doesn’t 
take up usuable yard space. It’s partially 
buried in a bank that slopes away from 
the house at the back of the yard. A deck 
made of cedar 2 Х 4s wraps around two 
sides of the pool. Lattice screens form an 
airy but safe fence along the back and 
sides. The raised deck also allows easy 
access to pool supplies stored below.

Planting for Shade 


To pick the best location in your yard for your sapling, 
envision it as a full-grown tree before you plant it. 





lanting trees around your new 
home is easy; placing them in 
the right spots so you can enjoy 
their beauty and shade for 
years to come is the part that 
needs some careful thought. 
Each tree variety has its own 
spacing and growth requirements. In 
general, if a tree grows 20 feet high or 
more, plant it at least 15 feet from any 
structure to keep its roots away from the 
foundation. Never plant such a tree near 
utility lines or under a roof overhang. 
With shade trees, keep in mind the 
direction and angle of the sun. Before 
digging, select a spot where the tree will 
provide adequate shade. Locate trees to 
frame the house, choosing those that will 
stay in scale with the size of your home 
and its architectural features. 


Tree selection guidelines 

There are different types of shade trees, 
each offering various shading character- 
istics. The list that follows will help you 
find the perfect shade tree for your yard. 
9 Pyramid-shape trees, such as small- 
leaved lindens, red-horse chestnuts, and 
pin oaks, are excellent for average-size

ruere 
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lawns or along streets. So grass will not 
be shaded out, the trees must be spaced 
widely to permit light to penetrate be- 
neath them. Avoid planting them direct- 
ly in front of windows; their dense 
foliage will block the view. 

© Weeping shade trees, such as beech, 
willows, and European ash, also need 
open spaces. Typically, they spread as 
wide as they are tall. 

® Vase-shape trees, such as red and 
white oaks, sugar maples, and syca- 
mores, grow tall, with top branches 
spreading somewhat wider than bottom 
ones. They make wonderful backyard 
trees where lots of shade is needed. Too 
many vase-shape trees in a small area, 
however, make lawns difficult to main- 
tain because of lack of sunlight. 

€ Rounded trees, such as maples, haw- 
thorns, and serviceberries, cause few 
problems for lawns. Their branching 
makes them suitable for planting along 
streets and in front lawns. 

€ Columnar trees, such as birch and 
poplars, are tall and slender. They're ex- 
cellent when planted close together 
along property lines to screen views and 
provide a windbreak. 














Keep the shade 
target in mind as 
you locate trees. For 
afternoon shade in 
the summer, plant 
trees about 15 feet 
south and 20 feet 
west of the target 
area. If the tree will 
grow to be large, 
increase the distance 
away from the base 
in both directions.

and a space efficiency offering 
the most house for the dollar. 
Finally, it would combine 
the richness of traditional de- 
tails with the amenities of 
modern design. In the 2,400- 
square-foot home shown 
here, Price has met his own 
criteria. 

Although the architect ini- 
tially had younger couples in 
mind when he created this 
plan, its main-floor master 
suite and amenities make it 
suitable for empty nesters or 
retirees looking to scale down 
in size but not in style.

If applied with a heavy 
hand, details such as classical 
columns and round-top win- 
dows can overwhelm small 
spaces. That doesn't happen 
here, partly because Price 
pays careful attention to 
scale. 

Also, he tends to use fea- 
tures such as a banistered 
stairway, half columns, and 
variations in ceiling treat- 
ments instead of plain-Jane 
walls and halls to divide inte- 
rior spaces. The result? 
Spaces are more interesting, 
more open, and more efficient 
than the tract-home collec- 
tion of boxy rooms.

“Every room should have 
something a little unique 
about it,” says Price. “If you 
put all your money into one 
room, everyone wants to stay 
there. No matter how big the 
house is, it seems crowded. If 
people enjoy the whole house, 
they spread out a bit more.” 

Price overlooks nothing in 
the practice of this philoso- 
phy: Elegant moldings 
abound, breaking up flat 
walls and emphasizing the 
house's striking ceiling an- 
gles Marble and cultured 
marble gleam in the kitchen, 
dining area, and master bath. 
Window placement is care- 
fully chosen to combine max- 
imum view with maximum 
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privacy while leaving plenty 
of wall space for furniture 
placement.

For Art and Mona Cross, 
the common problem of 
finding a desirable site was 
relatively easy. A hillside lot 
overlooking a marsh near 
historic Williamsburg, 
Virginia, provided the 
serenity and proximity to 
nature they wanted. Their 
problem stemmed from 
restrictive covenants 
affecting what they could 
build, and how. 

The solution came 
through a team effort 
involving themselves, 
custom builder Roland 
Breaux, and architect 
Dennis Fine. 

For years, the Port Anne 
area of Williamsburg was 
subject to building 
restrictions that permitted 
virtually no deviation from 
a strict colonial style. But 
by showing the city council 





the designs for the Crosses’ 
home—a house that 
exhibited individuality yet 
conformed to local size 
restrictions—Breaux and 
others were able to 
spearhead some local 
covenant changes that now 
allow fresh approaches to 
the area’s architecture. 

The home’s 4,099-square- 
foot floor plan was

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forced to fit within the 
town’s restriction of a 2,220- 
square-foot footprint. The 
structure evolved from the 
inside out, beginning with 
Art and Mona’s input about 
their current and future 
needs in a home.

“We needed to get as 
much light as possible into 
the living room because it is 
surrounded by other rooms, 
except for the wall that 
houses the fireplace,” Fine 
says. "We had to create 
height and volume to get 
light coming in. If we had 
dropped a low ceiling in 
there, the room would have 
lost all of its ambience." 

The end result suprised 
Mona. “I never thought I 
wanted a two-story living 
room with a ‘bridge’ above," 
she says. Now, it's her 
favorite spot. 

One thing Mona was 
certain she needed was a 


large, functional kitchen— 
the heart of the home for 
many homeowners, 
especially when the entire 
family arrives. For the 
Crosses, this means as many 
as six adults and three 
grandchildren at one time. 
In the Crosses' previous 
home, visitors were always 
underfoot in the large 
country kitchen. The new 
kitchen is a 23 X 15-foot 
room that includes a 
13/6 X 15-foot work area 
and a breakfast space. 
Splendid views of the marsh 
and its resident wildlife are 
provided through the many 
windows in this area, which

This 
unique approach saved the 
Crosses a couple thousand 
dollars. 

Breaux's ingenuity reflects 
the construction attitude 
used throughout the house. 
While custom touches, such 
as the upper-level stained- 
glass windows, add charm, 
standard materials are used 
most often. 

“We set out to use things 
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that were readily available, 
looked good, and would 
save time and money," he 
says. This simple philosophy 
reflects a wisdom that may 
well be inherent to good 
design itself.

and kitchen combination. A 
two-step descent into the liv- 
ing area deepens the space, an 
effect furthered by low-slung 
furniture that pulls attention 
down and structural ceiling 
beams that pull attention up. 
Banks of windows climb the 
two-story end of the living 
room. The sun-room bay is 
topped by two skylights that 
continue the view. A central 
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stairwell, full of natural light, 
encourages a higher climb. 

“I just like that look," John 
says, "and it did capture the 
view by allowing the majority 
of the rooms to face south. 
And you just sort of think in 
terms of vertical when you're 
in the mountains." 

John had other reasons to 
think tall. The parcel of land 
was too small to allow two 
sprawling ranch-style homes, 
plus the verticality improved 
energy efficiency. It allows 
heat to flow naturally—up, 
instead of being spread hori- 
zontally—and it allows plen- 
tiful windows on the south 
side to accept the solar 
warmth. 

Perched on a western slope 
of the rugged Rockies, the 
house braces for blasts of air 
without becoming a window- 
less—and viewless—cocoon. 

“You tend to have most of 
the glass to the south and as 
little to the north as possible," 
John says. “It’s difficult. You 
want the most amount of

a porch, deck, or trellis,” he 
says, “and they had to pre- 
sent a strong architectural en- 
tity so when you look at it 
from the street, it looks like 
one project.” 

The architects infused the 
Davis home with many of the 
same ingredients: the steeply 








pitched metal roof, the verti- 
cality, the abundant southern 
glazing and solarium bay, the 
front-door canopy, the raised 
entry foyer, the ceiling beams, 
the same landscaping, and 
even the second-floor office 
accessed from the street. 
Then, since the structures 
were built as two homes and 
not as one duplex, John Davis 
was free to make it his own. 
His house is smaller— 
1,700 square feet—since it's a 
vacation home. His main lev- 
el is more open—not even a 
half wall divides space. He 
didn't need as many bath- 
rooms. or as much laundry 
space.
